After offering a 
number of Inducements to seenre 
rousUrs, a talegrajn from that, pack- 
et to Caputn a. P. PhtUlpa hare, 
their agent, atatea that t'ne police 
were invoked and used their power 
to rouiKl np vagrant.s to put thorn to 
work on the boat, tint the nrt rc- 
RuUs of all their pfforl.s wern to pre- 
vent the nutlorff from leaving Nash- 
ville Sundny or Monday, and may 
perhaps cause ati:t furtoar- delay. 

Naahvllle has alwaya haen a par- 
ticularly hard pohit to aaonra rous- 
ters but the saawity la fait ao leas 
n Padiirah. Tba Fowler packets In 
he Evaiisvllie trade for the last sev 
eral weeks have found It difTloult to 
et tnoMKh hands to handle their 
business, the result being to throw 
them greatly off aohednles. The 
Lea packata hava had the same trou- 
ble and IB a more^r lass degree, all 
the packata and towboata. That there 
must be aome baste reason tor the 
scarcity of negroes who will work on 
he river, Is realized by the older 
heads around the river, and their 
Ideas have lieconio shaped into two 
clearly defined prlnclplea, which on 
one or tha olhar every rtvar ttanaatf^ 
be found, 

Interrtewlng two largeiy latareat- 
ed river men this morning, these 
two theories of the oaaee of the 
scarcity of labor wore expressed, tho 
first m.^n staling what may be term- 
ed the new Idea ofi the river: 
"The time has come," he said, 
when river men must realize that 
condltlona hwve changed In steamr 
boating. It used' to ba that negroes 
bad to work on tha river. They do 
not DOW. Every city now offers op- 
portunity for street work or build- 
ing work at wages which are at- 
tract iv,. but the kind of work and 
the waiies piild do not cause the 
soardiy of abor on the river. In 
my observation, tha sole caasa of the 
teliing off In labor Is due to the 
traatraent tha ranatara s*t on tba 
boata. Tott may call It faatidlousneas 
Jn the rousters, but It la a fnot that 
they have gotten to the point where 
thoy wont stand tho curwlng of tho 
olDcers, the irregular hours and poor 
food. While the city work and wages 
would not prevent a normal 8upp''y 
of river labor, they do serve to make 
the rousters Indapendant. They like 
roa river llfa. bat tha tact that thoy 
can gat other work at good -wagaa, 
short boura, and persoual treatment.
